Plans for the ex tension of tbe cam 
palgn against billboards will be one of 
the important subjects 
discussed at 
the yearly meeting of tbe American 
Civic association, to be held in Provi­ 
dence, R. L, Nov. 19*21, in connection 
with the convention of the National 
Municipal league. 
Already the crusade against the ob­ 
nox ious, unsightly 
billboard 
begun 
by the Civic association ip producing 
substantial results in various parts of 
the country. For the most part, the 
agitation against the billboard as a 
nuisance has consisted of an appeal 
to public sentiment, and an effort t(> 
oblaln restraining leglslatioh, hut it 
Is realized that still 
more practical 
methods must be adopted if the bill­ 
board as an eyesore is to be elimi­ 
nated. 
One of the objects sought in the 
crusade is to have 
uniform legisla- 
k 
tion tax ing the billboard passed by 
the various législatures, and, to this 
end, it is probable that a hill will bo 
drafted to be submitted to legisla­ 
tures in session during the present 
winter. 
K ^ 
Thus far the best results of the 
war upon billboards 
have 
been in 
California, where there is a determin­ 
ed effort to' keep the avaricious ad­ 
vertising agènciés from blotching thè 
state's unsurpassed scenery in this 
manner. 
California scored a legal 
victory of the first importance over 
the billboard daubers when, In a de­ 
cision by the 
Santa 
Clara 
county 
court, it was held that a billboard 
may be declared a nuisance and an 
offense to the eye and the ‘^esthetic * 
eense. 
Hitherto the billboard agents have 
sought to defend their work by as­ 
serting that a thing offensive only to 
the eye could not be a nuisance, and 
on several occasions courts^hâve held 
that ‘‘esthetic’* objections 
to 
bill­ 
boards could not compel legal action. 
Los Angeles has an ordinance impos­ 
ing a tax of a cent a square foot on 
billboards within the city Hintts. 
New York City, Pittsburg and Cin« 
clnnatf arc taking an active interest 
in the campaign 
against 
billboards,' 
and Boston has had a recent ex peri­ 
ence Illustrating the indifference of 
the bili board agencies to the views of 
citizens. 
Despite a vigorous protest, a beer 
sign was erected on the Hotel Pel­ 
ham. fronting the 
Boston Commons, 
for which the owner of the property 
received 
a ' year. 
So flagrant 
was his oifó nse 
that 
Donnelly, the 
bos« blUposter, res^n sible for erect­ 
ing the sign, was 
disciplined 
for 
erecting the iign by the national as­ 
sociation. Ttr 
other cities the bill­ 
posters and sign painters are equally 
hold, and every available space is be­ 
ing sought to be occupied by signs 
of every kind. 
Various ways have been suggested 
for ridding cities 
of 
the unsightly 
billboard. 
While the enactment of 
approprtate legislation is 
being pro­ 
posed as a general remedy, it also 
has been urged fn several places that 
the boycott of advertisers he adopt­ 
ed as an effective method of convinc­ 
ing them that^billboards are not de­ 
sirable.

Chicago, Oct. 22.—Complete victory 
for Stuyvesant Fish, a postponement 
of th^ stockholders’ 
meeting 
until 
December IS and a decision to secuie 
a final ruling on the injunction issued 
by Judge Ball marked the proceedings 
yesterday in the fight being waged in 
Chicago for control of the lUinols 
Central railroad. 
Announcement of the new turn in 
affairs was made and was followed by 
another fetatement to the effect that a 
world-wide battle for prox ies will be 
begun at once, in which 
Mr. 
Fish 
hopes to secure enough votes to en­ 
able him to ultimately oust Mr. Har- 
rimau from control of the railroad. 
Until the day for the meeting the 
prox ies in the hands of both sides will 
be held in safety deposit box es. 
New complications may arise w'hen 
the books of the Illinois Central Rail­ 
road company are opened today, per­ 
mitting the sale, and transfer of s<^uck 
and a wholesale switching of prox ies. 
A meeting of the directors of the load 
may he held to take steps again to 
close tb'=‘ books until the fight is final­ 
ly over, or the Fish and- Harriman 
factions may enter an ag"eenient not 
to vote any stock thus transferred. 
Mr. ^ish will remain in Chicago for 
the stockholders’ meeting, bufc will 
then return to New" Y^ork until he is 
again needed in the legal battle in 
Chicago. 
The other directors of the 
road will leave at once, but will re­ 
turn December 18. 
The decision to adjourn the meet­ 
ing w"as the result of a conference 
l^ld at 3 o’cloek yesterday moiniug 
between William Nelson Cromwell for 
Mr. Harriman and Judge E. H. Far­ 
rar for Mr. Fish. The overtures came 
from Mr. Cromwell, who sought out 
the Fish ueople and declared that he 
wished to come to some sort of an 
agreement. 
He was informed by Judge Fariar 
that the only agreement that could 
be reaehed was to accept the term s of 
Mr. Fish, which would be the adjourn­ 
ment until December 18 and a deci- 
sioir of court, if the Harriman people 
so desired, to determine the right to

against which a temporary Injunction 
was i'ssned by Judge Ball one week 
ago/' After an ex tended- conference 
Mr. Cromwell assented. 
Mr. Pish gave out a statem eni last 
bight in which he claims to have had 
a majority of from 30,000 to 50,000 
when the count of the: prox ies was 
abandoned. The statem ent says: 
“Our vlcto-’y is most gratifying and 
real. ' The best we could have hoped 
for under Judge Ball’s modified order 
was tb pfovent an election of direct­ 
ors at this time.

Siena is the top sy-turv(;y 
land of the turf. In the first p lace the 
“meet” is for a single clay and the 
event is p art of religions festival, in­ 
deed, it is in some sense a religious 
rite, as .each contrada’s horse is led 
to the altar and sp rinkled before he 
enters. Twice a year the “Palio de dl 
Siena” takes p lace, and it brings tc'- 
gether thousands of Italians, as well 
as many Americans, 
It is a survival 
of 
times so re­ 
mote that its origin is lost in obscii- 
rity. 
The great p iazza snnaro, where the 
races are run, in a well'shap ed course * 
and no cdiange has been made in its ‘ 
general 
ap p earance 
for 
centuries. 
The course is p aved and sanded, and 
mattresses arc p laced at some of the 
most dangerous 
corners, 
so 
that 
w'lien a jockey is “sp illed” he will 
liave a soft p lace to light. The cente» * 
of the p iazza is p acked with a shout­ 
ing multitude, and interest 
in 
the 
event, w^hich has official as well as 
ecclesiastical sanction, is unbounded. 
Trial runs are made many da>-^ in 
advance of the regular fete day, and 
these trial runs also bring out great 
throngs of p eop le. 
The horseflesh, it may be said with 
all truth, is not “classy.” The ani­ 
mals belong 
to 
shop keep ers, 
cab 
drivers and other humble residents, 
and until they go into training are 
kep t at useful p ursuits. 
The horses are allotted to the vari­ 
ous conlradc, or wards, by a sy.stom 
of drawing, and there is a great deal 
of jealousy manifest between the va­ 
rious contrade. 
Feeling runs high 
and p ersonal encounters are not rare. . 
A p eculiar feature is the fact that 
the “jockeys” 
are 
seldom 
Sienese 
and they arc nsTially kep t p risoners I 
until the eventful day. Sp ortsmanlike 
conduct is at a discount. It is usu­ 
ally virtually arranged 
in 
advance 
which contrada’s horse will win, usu­ 
ally the richest. 
I 
Everything is considered 
fair 
in 
this race, and a conlrada will go tc 
any length 
to 
see that the rival 
horse does not win. 
' 
They even attemp t to 
stop 
each 
other’s horses from starting. 
1 
The whip s have iron rings In (he 
handles, and the jockeys, or fantanî, 
as they are called, hold these 
I hr* 
wrong ivay and hit 
each other un­ 
mercifully. 
Each contrada has its own church 
and on the great day. 
early in the 
morning, 
its 
followers 
congregate 
('iitside. 
The stakes 
are 
banners 
wnifh are afterward hung up in the 
church, and it is a source of great 
p ride to be able to disp lay many of 
these on the day of the race. 
When the contrada 
arrives, 
con­ 
sisting of alKuit a dozen men and two 
horses, one to race and the other for 
the knight, there 
is 
groat 
shout­ 
ing. 
■ 
• 
Colors of the contrada to which 
thev belong comp letely envelop 
the 
horses. 
'' 
The Jockey leads the horse np the 
step s and into the church. The p ro­ 
cession marches up the aisle, follow­ 
ed by a crowd. At one of the altars 
the p riest is ready. At the conclusion 
of the.service, 
which only lasts a 
few minutes, the horse is sp rinkled 
with holy water, this being the only 
p art it seems to object to; and the 
congregation 
hurriedly 
leave 
their 
scats as the animal begins to back.
